Gettysburg! But one of our Georgians had visit-

The oid flames rekindled, and I never saw for the 
time a happier man in my life than Penn, while 
recounting to us his experience in the battle, and 
his countenance fairly glowed as he lead us to the 
spot where, said he, ‘I was wounded and almost 
killed.” 

The story was told again; how Milroy was 
ebarged at Winchester and other successes leading 
to Lee’s advance to Pennsylvania, which proved 
so disastrous; of how Meade—a general of three 
days, having supplanted Hooker, indignant at 
Halleck, ignorant of the surroundings of Gettys- 
burg, virtually turned the army to Hancock; of 
Reynold’s death the first day in a reconnoisance, 
and the arrival of Longstreet and Ewell, and of 
the thousands of dead bodies covering the field 
after the first day’s fight. The details of the second 


day were told. Seminary ridge, where 
stood Lee’s army and Cemetery ridge with 
the union forces, both armies having near a 
hundred thousand men were crossed. 
Pickett's charge was followed and

AT CARLILSE AND CHAMBERSBUG, 

From Gettysburg the trip was made northward 
to the Indian school at Carlisle, where we stopped 
Monday night. The want of space prevents me 
civing a more detailed account of this very inter- 
esting institution, containing three hundred and 
fifty Indian scholars, a hundred of them females. 
Allare brought, wild and untutored, from the 
tribes of the west and are taught all degrees of a 
practical education. 

The party then went to Chambersburg, burnt by 
Lee’s army in '63, and, like Atlanta, rejuvenated 
by the flames and blooming from their effects with 
a beautiful and enterprising city. From Cham- 
persburg back by the Western Maryland to Pen 
Mar, where the day was spent at this delightful 
resort, th guests of the Blue Mountain house, from 
the front porch of which is commanded the full 
view of the Cumberland valley. 

Here the party divided, some going north to 
New York and Philadelphia, and the others com- 
ing homeward. 

It was at Pen Mar while waiting for the south- 
ward bonnd train that Rev. J. W. Burke, of Macon, 
with his family waited to see US off, they going 
north. Oneof our party, the happiest, jolliest 
man in it, and throughout the trip an incessant 
source of fun, tried to persuade this delighful 
gentleman to give up his trip north and return 
home with the party.

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Which Chicago Threatens to Palm Offon 
the Cauntry Creating Alarm. 

New York, August 2.—The problem of the pos- 
sible dangers from Chicago dressed beef that ar 
rives in this city dressed, by the train load, has re- 
eeived the thorough consideration of the hoard of 
health, since the report of the existence of Texas 
fever at Chicago and elsewhere in the west have 
been confirmed. The wholesomeness of these 
large cargoes of cheap beef that threatens to ruin 
the butchery interests of New York, has been open 
to question, The health officers have decided to 
settle it for good, and to-day they dispatched a 
meat inspector to Chicago, with orders to thor- 
oughly investigate the cattle disease in all its 

»yhases as presented there, and to makea search 
ing inquiry into the mode of killing beef that is 
sent to this city and sold ata low figure. Like- 
wise the circumstances under which the cattle so 
killed is kept and fed, The meat inspector's com- 
mission is not limited as to the time and seope, 
his instructions being to get at the truth and pre- 
sent it on his return.

OUR COAST DEFENSES. 


The Atlantic Ocean and Lake Front De- 
fenses Totally Worthless. 

W asHINGaTon, August 2.—The chief of engineers 
of the army has received the annual reports of all 
the engineer officers in charge of the coast and 
harbor defense.

THE CONFERENCE FAILS. 


AND THE CONTROL OF EGYPT 
LAPSE s3sTO ITS FORMER STATUS. 


The Conference Finding Itself Unable to Agree, Ad- 
journs Sine Dic, and Leaves England with the 
Responsibility on Her Hands— Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Announcement in Commons. 

LONDON, Apeust 2.—The Egyptian conference 
met to-day at the foreign office, and aftera brief 
session adjourned sine die, without arriving at 
any agreement, provisional or otherwise. This 
action is regarded as tantamount to dissolution. 

In the house of commons this afternoon, Mr. 
Gladstone announced the failure of the Egyptian 
couference to arrive at any conclusion. 

Mr. Gla@stone said that the conference had 
failed to attain the objects for which it had met. 
The delegates were unanimous in their views rep- 
resenting the prospective changes in Egypt, and 
the necessity gf a fresh loan, but England and 


Franee differed, irreeonefilably respecting the 
charges and the receipts. France refused to assent 
to any dimunition of dividends payable under 
the law of liquidation. England wss unable to 


accept any plan which did not provide for the 
necessary charges of the adniinistration. 
rhe French plan, Gladstone said, 
would have entailed financial confusion 


in Egypt. He expressed the hope that the idea 
that the government bad ever proposed to consti- 
tute an international control, similar to a dual 
control, might be altogether dismissed. The gov- 
ernment was unable to consider any plan in com- 
patible with the just and moderate though firm 
government of Egypt. The conference had ad- 
journed indefinively. The government had no 
proposals as yet to submit to the house. The 
Anglo-F rench agreement had ceased to be in force 
and England’s responsibilities in Egypt had been 
sreatly increased. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the con- 
ference, ameeting of the cabinet was held to dis- 
cuss the result. 

The conservatives held a private and informal 
meeting after Gladstone had concluded his state- 
ment in the house of commons. The discussions 
that ensued elicited 4 maked 
ditference oO opinion as to 
what should be the line of attack. Many advised 
that the attempt should be made to adopt a vote 
ofcensure. ‘Ihe government's refusal to yield to 
France finding approval on both sides of the 
house. no decision was arrived at. 

The liberal and radical members are satisfied 
with the collapse of the conference as leaving 
England free handed. It is reported that Glad- 
stone will make a proposition to carry out the 
English proposals without further reference to 
the other powers. 


RANDOLPH CHURCHILL'S LEADERSHIP, 
Loxpon, August 2.—The leaders of the conser- 
vative party have consented that Lord Randolph 


Churchill shall act as leader of the opposition in 
the house of commons whenever Sir stafford 
N orthecte is absent. Itis expected that the lat- 
ter’sabsence will be frequent in future. Weak 
health is assigned as the reason for this. 

The Karl of Derby, secretary of state for the 
colonial department, hds advised the government 
to consent to federation of Australian colonies. 


IMPROVEMENT IN IRISH AFFAIRS. 

Lonxpon, August 2.—A letter from Parnell to the 
local secretary of the nationalist league in Ireland 
bas just been made public. In this Parnell says 


he anticipates as the outcome of the parliament- 
ary committee's report that anim portant im prove- 
ment in the condition of the laboring classes in 
Ireland will be effected. 

The officials of the loeal government board have 
given evidence confirming the report circulated 
by the Irish party that a measure is to be prepared 
viving the local authorities power to take or lease 
land compulsorily, whether attached to laborers’ 
cottages or not, for tbe purpose of letting it to the 
laborers at moderate prices. The measure will 
also empower the authorities to make repairs in 
cottages. ms ree 

A return has just been made to parliament in 
regard to the operation of the Irish arrears of rent 
act. According to this the sum of £257,000 which 
was owing to the landlords by the farmers, has 
been wiped out under the act since 1582. Of this 
large amount Ulster gained £52,000 in remissions 
of rent, Leinster £250,000, Connaught £1,000,090, 
and Minster £500,000. The nationalist papers 
commenting upon this return, state that the land 
act has already secured to the farmers a perma- 
nent reduction of rent exceeding £500,000 yearly. 

The bishop of Limerick, the earl of Belmore, 
and other members of the commission which has 
heen considering the condition of education in 
Ireland, state that the curtailed rents were better 
and more regularly paid last year than at any time 
since the Parnell agitation began. The relatipp** 
now existing between landlords and tenants 
amicable. The primary schools established 10r 
the benefit of the tenants are everywhere appre- 
ciated. 

The government has resolved upon a large re- 
duction of forces in Ireland. 


THE CHOLERA EPIDEMIC, 

Paris, August 2.—There have been six cases of 
cholera at Garfogana, four of which were fatal, and 
twenty-one cases at Pancoliari, eight of which 


were fatal. There were eight deaths from cholera 
im» Marseilles last night and two at Toulon. The 
residents of the city who fled at the ap roach of 
the epidemic continue td return, and the streets 
of the city are again assuming their normal aspect 
of mae. 

here nas been only one death from cholera in 
Toulon to-day. The record of the las] twenty-four 
hours at Bon Rencontre hospital is as follows: Ad- 
mitted, none: cured, four; deaths, four; under 
treatmen}, twenty-eight. The record of St. 
Mandrir hospital for the same time is: Admitted, 
three: cured, five; deaths, none; under treatment, 
91. The minister of the interior has sent to this 
point 44,500 francs to be distributed among the 
refugees. In Marseilles there have been seven 
deaths from cholera since noon. The record of 
the Pharo hospital for the last twenty-four hours 
is: Admitted, five; deaths, three; cured, four. 

Another steamer from Marseilles has arrived in 
Penarth Roads with a case of cholera on board. 
Several persons died from the cholera during the 
passage. 

The crowd outside of the mairie in Marseilles 
cheered to-day when they saw the bulletin 
announcing the decrease in the number of deaths. 
The total number of deaths in Marseilles since the 
outbreak is 1,245.
